A  new  Character,  Anecdotes 
of  Henry  IV.  ^France.  [P.  103.] 

^p'HE  reply  which  Henry  FV.  made  to 
X  tlie  cardinal  de  Gondi,  and  to  the 
archbiOiop  of  Lyons,  who  were  the  de* 
pntics  appointed  by  tHe  Parifians  during 
their  fiege,  ferves  as  a  farther  mark  to 
(liew  the  generofity  and  fenfibility  of 
foul,  fo  confpicuous  in  the  charader  of 
that  great  prince. 

Thefe  two  prelates,  in  the  firft  au-, 
dience  they  had  of  Henry,  prefented  a 
memorial  to  him  on  the  part  of  the 
Parifians,  in  which  they  gave  him  no 
otiier  title  but  that  of  king  of  Navarre. 
Henry,  afier  perufing  it  with  attention, 
in  ide  them  this  fenfible  and  judicious  re¬ 
ply  :  If  1  was  only  king  of  Navarre,  I 
ihouUI  not  Ik  fo  ready  to  concern  my- 
felf  with  endeavouring  to  appeafe,  and 
put  a  (lop  to  the  did'erenccs  which  have 
liiuortunately  arifen  between  the  differ 
rent  parties  in  France:  nor  (hall  the 
want  of  that  form,  which  it  my  rigbti 
prevent  me  at  all  times  from  ihewing' 
that  I  have  nothing  more  at  heart  than 
to  fee  my  kingdom  enjoy  perfr^  repoie 
and  tranquillity.  Think  not  that  1  in 
lead  diffemble.  I  fpcak  with  fince* 
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rity  the  real  fentimenti  of  rtiy  heart, 
when  1  tell  you,  there  is  nothing  I  w!di 
for  more  earnettly  than  a  general  peace  i 
that  I  would  give  a  linger  for  a  battle^ 
but  1  would  give  two  for  a  general  peace.

Henry  reduced  the  city  of  Paris  to 
obedience  without  the  lofs  of  blood,  ex¬ 
cept  two  or  three  burgefles  who  were 
killed.  1*  If  it  was  in  my  power  (faid 
this  good  king)  I  would  give  fifty  thou- 
fand  crowns  to  redeem  thofe  citizens,  to 
have  the  fatisfaflion  of  informing  poftc- 
fity.  that  1  had  fiibdued  Paris  without 
ipilling  a  drop  of  blood.’* 

After  this,  the  Spaniards  ft  ill  conti- 
pned  to  occupy  many  places  in  France. 
Henry  piirfued  them  every  where,  and 
at  ope  time  he  ralhly  ventured  to  ap¬ 
proach  the  enemy  with  only  a  fmall 
mimber  of  the  cavalry ;  but  they  all  flew 
before  him,  though  they  conftfted  of 
eighteen  ihoiifand  men,  commanded  by 
Ferdinand  de  Velafco  and  the  duke  de 
>Iaycnnc.  The  king,  to  animate  bis 
fiddiers,  and  to  encourage  them  to 
engage  the  enemy  with  fpirit,  rtfolutely

He  was  charged  by  them  to  guard  one 
of  the  city  gates,  the  only  one  which 
WHS  opened  every  morning  to  let  out  Ca- 
f.uix  and  Aix,  who  went  continually  to 
reconnoitre  the  ri'virons  tor  fear  of  a 
furprife.  The  duke  de  Guife  appointed 
a  certain  day  on  which  Xibertat  was  ta 
iluit  out  the  two  chiefs  this  he  accor¬ 
dingly  did,  and  with  the  affiftance  of 
thofc  citizens,  who  were  royalifts,  put 
all  the  garrifon  to  the  fword. 

In  the  mean  time  the  gates  were 
thrown  open  to  receive  the  fuccours 
which  were  in  readinefs  near  the  city.

the  fpot.  The  duke  tb^Ginfc*a  cavalry 
entered  the  city.  Louis  <l^\ix,  who  was 
on  the  outfide  of  the  walls,  got  upon  the 
rampart  by  the  help  of  a  cord  which 
was  thrown  to  him,  and  intrenched  him? 
felf  in  one  quarter  of  the  city  with  fix 
iiundred  Spaniards,  but  could  not  refill 
long  the  fury  of  the  people.  He  made 
his  (.  fcape  ;  and  moft  of  the  Spaniards 
faved  ihcmfclvcs  by  running  off  to  their 
fleet,  which  they  had  in  readinefs  clofe 
to  the  town  ;  All  thefe  who  were  of  the 
Iviant’s  parly  were  maflacred  without 
mercy.  Thus  the  inhabitants  of  Mar- 
fcilles  revenged  the  infult  done  to  their 
monarch.  Hcnry^  upon  hearing  this 
great  news,  cried  out,  in  the  firft  tranf- 
port  of  his  joy,  **  Cc(l  maintenant  que  je 
fuis  roi**  They  at  laft  gave  that  tefti- 
mony  of  their  attachment  and  fidelity  to 
their  fovercign  which  the  whole  nation 
plight  to  have  done.

IN  a' tempt  to  anfwcr  your  query, 
Vol.  xXxv.  P.  concerning  the 
method  of  freezing  'fluids  by  evapora¬ 
tion,*  I  fliall  firft  prefent  you  with  a 
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of  prffervation,  pr^ared  gcncrtlly  on 
fome  high  dry  fituation,.hy  finking  a  pit 
of  fourteen  or  fifteen  feet  deep,  lined 
firft  with  draw,  and  then  with  a  coarfc 
kind  of  blanketing,  where  it  U  beat  down 
with  rammerj,  till  at  length  its  own  ac¬ 
cumulated  cold  again  freezes,  and  forms 
one  folid  mafs.  The  mouth  of  the  pit 
is  well  fecured  from  the  exterior  air 
with  Itraw  and  blankets,  in  the  manner 
of  the  lining,  and  a  thatched  roof  is 
thrown  over  the  whole.  It  is  here  ne- 
ceflary  to  remark,  that  the  quantity  of 
kc  depends  materially  on  the  weather, 
and  confequently  it  has  fometimes  hap¬ 
pened,  that  no  congellation  took  place  ; 
at  others,  perhaps,  half  the  quantity  will 
be  frozen,  and  I  have  often  feen  the 
whole  contents  formed  into  a  perfedt 
cake  of  ice.  The  lighter  the  atmofphcre, 
and  the  more  clear  and  ferene  the  wea¬ 
ther,  the  more  favouiiable  for  congclla- 
tion,  as  a  fiequcnt  change  of  winds  an<l 
clouds  are  certainly  preventives ;  for  I 
have  frequently  remarked,  that  after  a 
very  fharp  cold  night,  to  the  feel  of  the 
human  body,  fcarce  any  ice  has  been 
formed ;  w’hcn,  at  other"  times,  the 
night  has  been  calm  and  ferene,  and  fen- 
fibly  warmer,  the  contents  of  the  pans 
will  be  frozen  through.  The  ftrongeft 
proof  of  the  influence  of  the  weather, 
appears  by  the  water  in  one  pit  being 
more  congealed  than  the  fame  prepara¬ 
tion  for  freezing  will^  be  in  other  fitua- 
tions,  a  mile  or  more  diflaiit. 

“To  reafon  phyfically upon  thcprocefs 
of  making  ice,  it  may4)C  f.iid,  that,  had 
'the  thermometer  been  fiifpcnded  in  the 
air,  free  from  every  other  body  capable 
of  oommunicating  heat,  in  fome  parts  of 
the  night  during  the  cold  months  of  De¬ 
cember,  January,  and  February,  the 
quick-filver  might  have  defeended  to  the 
freezing  point,  and  that  water,  being 
artfully  placed  in  a  fimilar  fituation, 
contained  in  thin  porous  pans,  and  fup- 
ported  by  a  fuhftancc  little  capable  of 
communicating  heat  from  the  earth, 
might '  alfo  freeze,  and  continue  in  a 
ftate  of  cougelUtion  till  the  heat  of  the 
morning  came  on;  I  (ay,  this  may  be 
pofTible,  but  at  the  fame  time  I  muft  beg 
leave  to  obferve,  that,  during  my  refi- 
dence  in  that  quarter  of  the  glob^,  1  ne¬ 
ver  faw  any  natural  tee.  I  cannot  de¬ 
clare  that  the  thermometer  has  not  de¬ 
feended  to  the  freezing  point  during  the 
night,  becaufe  I  never  naade  the  ncccf- 
isry  oblervatlons  ;but  the  water.in  .every 
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other  fituation,  excepting  in  the  pans, 
has  not  appeared  to  be  in  a  freezing 
ftate.  The  climate  may  probably  con¬ 
tribute  in  fome  meafure  to  facilitate  the 
congeUting  of  water,  when  placed  in  a 
fituation  free  from  the  heat  of  the  earth, 
fince  thofe  nights  in  which  the  greateft 
quantity  of  ice  has  been  produced, 
were,  as  I  before  obferved,  perfe<5lly  fe¬ 
rene,  the  atmofphere  ftiarp  and  thin, 
with  very  little  dew  after  mid- day. 
Many  gentlemen,  now  in  England,  have 
made  the  fame  remarks  in  their  frequent 
vifits  with  me  to  the  ice- pits.  .  The 
fpungy  nature  of  the  fugar  canes,  or 
ftems  of  the  Indian  corn,  appears  well 
calculated  to  give  a  palTagc  under  the 
pans  to  the  cold  air,  which  adling  on  the 
exterior  parts  of  the  vcffcls,  may  carry 
off,  by  evaporation,  a  proportion  of  the 
heat.  The  porous  fubftanceof  the  vef- 
fels  feems  equally  well  qualified. for  the 
aJiniflion  of  the  cold  air  intcrcally,  and 
their  fituation  being  full  a  foot  beneath 
the  plane  of  the  ground,  prevents  the 
furfacc  of  the  water  from  being  ruffled 
by  any  fmal!  current  of  air,  and  thereby 
preferves  the  congealed  particles  from 
difunion.  Boiling  the  wate#i8  efteemed 
a  ncccffary  precaution  to  this  method  of 
congelation  ;  but,  how  far  this  may  be 
confonant  with  pbilofophical  rcafoning, 

I  will  not  prefumc  to  determine. 

“From  thefecircumftanccs  it  appears, 
that  water,  by  being  placed  in  a  fitua¬ 
tion  free  from  receiving  heat  from  other 
bodies,  and  expofed  in  large  ftirfaces  to 
the  air,  may  be  brought  to  freeze  when 
the  t^^mpei  aturc  of  the  atmoCpbere  is 
fome  degrees  altove  the  freezing  point 
on  the  kale  of  Farenheit’titherm<  meter ; 
and,  by  being  colie<^ted  and  amaffed  in¬ 
to  a  laigc  body,  is  thus  preferved  and 
rendered  fit  for  freezing  other  fluids 
during  the  fevere  heats  of  the  r(imn>er 
feafon.  In  effr^ing  which,  there  is  alfb 
an  eftablifhed  mode  of  proceeding ;  the 
(hcrl>ct8,  creams,  or  whatever  other 
fluids  are  intended  to  be  frozen,  are 
confined  in  thin  filvcr  enps  of  a  conical 
form, containing  al>otit  a  pint,  with  their 
covers  well  luted  wm  with  paftc,  and 
placed  in  a  large  vrffcl  filled  with  ice, 
fait*  pet  re,  and  common  fait,  #f  the  two 
laft  an  equal  quantity,  and  a  little  water 
to  diffolvc  the  ice,  and  combine  the 
whole.  This  compofitvon  prefently 
freezes  the  contents  of  the  cups  to  the 
Cime  confiftency  of  our  tce*crcaiTiS,  See. 
in  Europe  ;  but  plala  water  will  become 
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fo  hard,  as  to  require  a  mallet  and  knife 
to  break  it.  Upon  applying  the  bulb  of 
a  thermometer  to  one  of  thefe  pieces  of 
ice  thus  frozen,  Uic  quick-filvcr  has 
been  known  to  link  two  or  three  de¬ 
grees  below  the  freezing  point ;  fo  that, 
iroin  an  atmufplicre  apparently  not  cold 
e  nough  to  phkIucc  natural  ice,  ice  lhall 
be  formed,  coile^fcd,  and  a  cold  accu-  ’ 
mui.iied,  that  Hiall  caufe  the  quick- til- 
ver  ti>  fall  evtsn  below  the  freezing 
point.  The  promiling  advantages  ij 
fuch  a  difeovery  coald  alone  induce  the 
Alialic  (wiiofe  principal  ftudy  is  the  lux-  . 
iiries  of  life,  and  this  may  well  be  called 
Inch,  for  have  1  often  regaled  witii  ices 
when  the  thernmmeter  has  ftood  at 
III®  .)  to  make  an  attempt  of  prohtiwg 
by  fo  v«.ry  iliort  a  duralion  of  cold  dii- 
ling'the  nights  in  ihcfe  months,  and,  by 
a  well-timed  and  critical  contrivance  of 
fecuring  this  niomcntafy  degree  of  col^, 
they  have  procured  to  themfelves  a 
teomforUble  rcfrtflimcnt  as  a  recom- 
pence,  to  alleviate,  in  fomc  degree,  the 
intenfe  heats  of  tlie  fummer  fe^fon, 
which,  in  fome  parts  of  India,  would  be 
fcarce  fupportable,  but  by  the  alVdtance 
of  this,  anti  many  other  inventions.*’ 
Of  the  above  at  count  1  lhall  only  re- 
rnark,  that,  from  the  late  experiments  of 
Dr  Riack,  we  can  now  readily  aflign  the 
ie.ifv»n  why,  in  the  procefs  mentioned, 
the  boiling  the  water  is  found  to  be  a 
uecclTary  pjepaj  ative  ?  From  Dr  Black’s 
experiments  and  t>bfervations  it  appears, 
that  water  which  has  been  boilctl  fome 
lime,  will,  cuirtii  f^iribust  freeze  ftioner 
than  water  which  haS  "not  bcen  boiled, 
and  that  a  llight  diltuibance  of  the  lltiid 
difpofes  it  lo  fieeze  moie  fpeedily. 
'Phirt  laft  ciicuinnaiRC  led  him  to  the 
difeovery  of  the  cauic  which,  in  his  opi¬ 
nion,  .accelerates  the  freezing  of  boiled 
Tvater.  The  tlirlVrencc  he  ftippofes  lo 
pr(»cccd  from  hence ;  that  water,  which 
has  bet  n  boiled,  lias  !od  the  air  inturally 
contained  ir>  it,  and  which,  on  cxpolurc 
lo  the  almofphcrc,  it  bcgir.s  tv>  attract 
and  ablcrb.  Dioing  this  procefs  of  ab- 
forption,  which  probably  continues  a 
conftderablc  time,  a  motion  is  ncccii'aii- 
iy  produced  among  its  paitieles,  ilight

I  fliall  now  proceed  more  particularly 
to  confidcr  the  fubjed  in  queftion,  *  M. 
dc  Reaumur  has  told  us,  that  he  has 
cooled  w'ater^,*by  the  evaporation  of 
scthcr.  This  obfervation  we  -find  con¬ 
firmed  by  M.  de  Mairan,  in  his^D^n^- 
tion  fur  la  glace ^  and  by  a  paper  in  the 
Peterfburgh  Eflays  by  Mr  Richman. 
The  fame  phepnomenon  has  been  ob- 
ferved  by  Dr  Franklin  in  America,  and 
M.  Beaume  in  France;  and  I  myfdf 
have  made  the'  mercury  in  the  thcrni^» 
meter  fink  to  the  freezing  point  by  wet¬ 
ting  the  bulb  thereof  with  fpiritof  wine, 
and  blow'ing  upon  it  with  a.pairof  bel¬ 
lows.  This  effcdl  has  been  long  known 
in  the  warm  climates,  as  in  India  and 
Ciima*  M.  Mairan  tells  us,  that  in 
thefe  places  they,  cool  their  water  by 
putting  it  into  eazth<^  velTcls  which  are 
very  porous,  and  which  allow  it  to  Iran- 
fiulc  :  the  air  e'vaporates  this  tranfuding 
watet,  and  thereby  renders  the  contain¬ 
ed  water  colder.  A  limilar  practice  is 
followed  in  the  Levant,  where  they  put 
bottles  of  .water,  or  other  liquors,  intoa 
kind  of  Hannel  pouch  or  bog,  which  they 
wet  with  water,  and  this  they  move 
backwards  and  forwards  in  the  air,  fo  ai 
to  increafe  the  evaporation  as  much  as 
pollible,  whereby  the  contained  water 
is  conft  quently  cooled.  'Fhe  very  learn¬ 
ed  and  ingenious  Dr  Cullen  of  Edin¬ 
burgh  has  reviewed  the  experimenU 
and  obfervations  on  this  fubjed  former¬ 
ly  made,  and  has  carried  his  experi¬ 
ments  much  fartlwr*  As  his  paper  con¬ 
tains  tj»c  beft  aiifwer  to  your  query  ! 
know,  1  lhall  make  no  apology  tor  pre- 
fcnting  you  with  tlte  fubltance  of  what 
he  Iras  faid  thereon. 

The  dodlor,  in  his  experiments,  oh- 
ferved,  that,  when  a  thermometer  had 
been  immcrfeil  in  fpirit  of  wine  or 
water,  on  removing  the  thermometer 
into  the  air,  tlie  mercury  therein  funk 
feveiai  degiees,  although  the  tempera*" 
ture  of  the  air  and  the  fluid  remained 
the  fame  ;  and  tipon  examination  found 
that  the  fluid  on  the  ball  had  evaporated, 
lie  atfo  found,  when  the  ball  began  to’ 
dry,  and  the  mercury  again  to  rife  in 
tire  ftem  of  the  thermometer,  that,  if  the 
bail  was  again  dipped  into  the  fpirit, 
an*!  inunediatily  taken  out,  the  mercu¬ 
ry  ifi  tiie  theimoir.elcr  was  again  obfer- 
\eu  to  lirk  ;  and  that  ilms,  by  repeated 
dippit'gs,  liic  cold  produced 
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rendered  very  remarkable.  '  The  cold 
produced  was  allb  obferved  to  be  ttill 
greater,  when,  between  each  dipping, 
the  thermometer  was  movtd  very  quick¬ 
ly  through  the  air — or  If  the  ball  wet 
with  I'pirit  of  wine  was  blown  Upon  with 
a  pair  of  bellows— or  indeed  if  the  air 
about  the  ball  was  othervrife  any  how 
put  in  motion  :  But  the  beft  way  is,  to 
wet  the  ball  of  the  thermometer  by  a 
feather  that  has  been  dipped  in  fpirit  Of 
wine.  By  thefc  methods  the  do^^tor 
lays,  that,  by  fpirit  of  w’ine,  he  has 
made  the  mercury  in  the  thermometer 
fink  from  44  degrees  to  below  the  freez¬ 
ing  point  j  and,  by  employing  other 
fiuids  more  volatile,  fuch  as  aether,  the 
thermometer  funk  (till  more  cbnfidcra- 
bly.  Hence,  he  ohferves,  that  the  cold 
produced  by  evaporating  fluids  is  near¬ 
ly  acccording  to  their  volatility. 

May  we  not,  on  HtCJ’c* principles,  at¬ 
tempt  to  freeze  water,  or  other  liquors, 
by  committing  them  in  glafles,  or  fuch 
other  veflels  as  lhall  tranfmit  heat  or 
coW  fpeedily,  and  lb  conltrudlcd  that 
they  may  contain  a  fmall  quantity  of  the 
fluid  in  a  large  fpace,  thereby  expofing 
the  grcatelt  polfible  furface  to  the  action 
of  the  blafl:  of  air  when  the  fpirit  of 
wine  is  laid  over  it  ?  We  may  alfo  here 
avail  ourlelves  of  the  water,  or  other 
fluids  bottled,  if  we  find  they  are,  by 
this  me.ins,  more  readily  converted  into 
ice,  and  a  warm  dry  air,  which  Dr  Cul¬ 
len  found  w  as  inoft  favoiirablc  to  evapo¬ 
ration,  and  the  confequent  produdion 
of  cold.  The  do^lor  alfft  finind  that  the 
cold  produced  by  the  evaporation  of 
Ipirit  of  wine  w'as  greater  in  vacito  than 
in  the  air.  This  led  him  to  try  foinc 
otiier  fluids,  fuch  as  the  quick-lime  fpi- 
rit  of  I'al  ammoniac,  the  jcther  of  Frobc- 
uius,  and  the  r.itrotis  sether.  Veflels 
containing  thefe,  with  a  thermometer 
iinmerfetl  in  the  liquor,  but  feparately 
and  at  diflerent  times,  were  fet  under 
tiie  receiver  of  an  air  pump.  With  re¬ 
gard  to  the  difierent  fluids,  the  phosno- 
mvP.a  were  much  the  fame.

The  account  of  this  journey  is  writ¬ 
ten  in  the  form  of  letters  to  diftant 
friends;  in  the  preface  to  which  is- gi¬ 
ven  an  agreeable,  and  perhaps  the  beft 
kind  of  apoloj^,  for  the  publication  of 
the  literary  cmifions  pf  our  numerous 
modern  travellers. 

“  THE  following  letters  are  fi;le(5fed 
from  a  correfpondence,  begun,  continu¬ 
ed,  and  complcated  upon  motives  of 
amufement,  invitation,  and  tendernefs. 

I  took  up  the  pen, indeed,  to  prove  what 
will,  1  believe,  be  found  On\vcrfally  true 
upon  all  human  occahons.  Meditating 
an  cxcurftou  into  the  interior  parts  of 
the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  I  had  fca reel y 
loft  light  of  the  towers  of  London,  even 
at  the  end  of  my  firft  ftage,  before  I  felt 
that,  according  to  Pope, 

Self  love  and  facial  is  the  fame. 

We  may  tranfport  our  perfons,  I  per¬ 
ceive,  to  the  remoteft  regions  of  the 
eaith.  From  Caledonia  we  may  dirc^ 
our  rambles  into  the  defatts  of  Arabia  ; 
but  the  mind  ftill  remains  untravclled, 
and  clings  fondly  to  that  dejr  and  do- 
meRic  circle  whom  wcJhave  left  over 
our  own  fire-fide,  and  ^hofe  prayers* 
and  wdihes  are  for^verbn  the  wing  to 
keep  pace  with  onr  migrations.  As  the 
chaife,  therefore,  ran  rapidly  along, 
bearing  me  every  momert  farther  frpm 
the  feenes  of  my  accii ft o m e<f  con ver ra¬ 
tion,  and  the  beloved  objects,  by  whofc 
ingenuity  they  W’cre  fupperted,  I  refol- 
ved  to  make  my  journey  in  fome  mea- 
furc  compenfatc  the  fatigue  of  uuderta- 
king  it.  This  firft  fuggefted  to  me 
thofe  pleafures  which  are  allowed  even 
to  abfcr.ee,  the  pleafures  ff  the  pm  :  ac¬ 
cordingly  I  refol  ved  to  travel  rather  cri¬ 
tically  than  cafually,  rather  to  accom¬ 
modate  my  friends  with  information 
than  merely  to  gratis  the  greed inefs  of 
vacant  curiofity.  The  confequcnces 
were,  I  did  not  fnfferthe  poftilion  to  in- 
duiee  his  profcflional  palfion,  to  pafs 
briikly  through  any  parts  of  cultivated 
country,  or  rattle  rapi<lly  over  the  pave-

ment  of  towns  that  were  fertile  of  re¬ 
mark,  but  ordered  him  to  go  fentiwm’^ 
tally •  In  a  word,  I  rode  pencil  in  handf 
employing  myfclfin  drawing  a  Ikctch  of 
the  landfcape,  whether  of  hill  or  valley, 
morafs  or  mountain,  as  it  lay  before  mei 
a  talk  not  the  left  agreeable  for  its 
abounding  in  novelties,  or  for  the  vari* 
ous  profpedts  vvhicli  rewarded  it.**

Charles-to<mn^  Feb,  ao.  I*  On  the, 
morning  of  the  17th  intt.  Fort  Mackhl* 
tolh  at  Stilla  was  attacked  by  a  large 
party  from  Florida.  That  garrifon  of 
the  StockadeKCOfttt|k4  of  about  hfty  re¬ 
bels,  commanded  by  capt.  Richard 
Winn  of  the  Soutb-Carolina  rangers,. 
The  enemy  kept  up  a  (mart,  tire  on  the 
garrifon  for  .about  tive  hours;  after 
which  lieut.-col«  Thomas  Brown,  of  the 
Florida  rangers,  carhe  with  a  flag,  and 
required  ^thc  garrifon  to  furrender 
threatening  that,  in  cafe  of  non-com¬ 
pliance,  .  no  mercy  would  be  flieifM. 
Capt.  Winn  demanded  an  hour’s  time 
to  contider,  which  was. agreed  to.  lii 
anfwcr  to  the  propofition,  he  foon  in¬ 
formed  capt.  Brown,  by  a  ferjeant, 
“  that  they  were  bound,  in  honour  not 
to  comply  with  it ;  and  that,  if  they 
111  oil  Id  fail  his  hands,  they  expe^ed 

to  be  treated  as  gentlemen,  and  prifo- 
ners  of.  war.’**  ferjeant  returned, 

bringing  with  him  lord  and  gen.  Howe’s 
procldmation.  Capt.  Winn  bid  the  ene¬ 
my  defiance,  a  fmart  tire  immediately 
enliied,  and  was  kept  up  on  both  titles 
for  about  an  hour.  Next  day  lieui.- 
col.  Fufer,  of  the  royal  Americans,  tl»e 
commanding  officer  of  the  enemy,  fent 
in  a  mefl'age  to  capt.  Winn,  and  detired 
he  would  feiid  out  fome  of  his  officers 
to  fee  the  forces,  and  the  preparations 
for  the  attack.  This  was  complied  wdth, 
all  Uic  officers  except  capt.  Winn  gc^g 
put.  On  their  return  they  informed 
him  of  the  enemy’s  force  being  vaftlf 
fuperior  to  his,  and  of  their  being  pro¬ 
vided  with  five  flcld  pieces.  Jt  was 
therefore  detennined  to  furrender ;  and 
at  twelve  o'clock  tlie  enemy  were  put  i# 
poiTeflion  of  the.  fort.  The  garrifon 
were  allowed  |o  keep  tbeif 
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were  difarmcd,  and;  excepting  two  offi¬ 
cers,  lieutenants  Caldwell  and  Miller, 
who  are  tent  to  St  Auguftinc,  were  dif- 
niified  on  their  parole,  to  be  confidered 
as  prilbners  of  war,  till  an  equal  number 
is  exchanged.  They  were  'efcoried 
tome  diftance  to  proteft  them  from  the 
ravages,  who  behave  very  unruly.  The 
force  ot  the  enemy  was  about  looo  men ; 
^co  of  them  regulars,  loo  Flonda  ran¬ 
gers,  the  reft  Indians.  Of  capt.-  Winn’s 
men  four  were  wounded  ;  the  lofs  of 
the  enemy  not  known,  but  fcveral  were 
carried  oft'.  Col.  Harris,  who  went  with 
a  parly  from  Fort  Howe  to  the  affif- 
tance  of  capt.  Winn,  fell  in  with  a  fu- 
perior  number  of  the  enemy,  and  was 
<»bliged  to  retire  with  the  lofs  of  fix  men 
killed  and  taken.**

man  in  Rhode  Ifland^  to  a  Member  of

“  I  think,  under  Divine  ProvWencc, 
the  war  here  muft  be  over  in  a  few 
months;  the  rebels  certainly  cannot 
miiflcT  an  army  to  look  us  in  the  face  ;

Parliamentary  Proceedings. 

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

May  8.  Sir  C.  Whitworth  brought 
up  the  report  4*f  the  committee  of  fup- 
ply,  that  liad  voted  4i,8zol.to  thelLand- 
grave  of  HefiTc,  for  hoCpitals  for  his  fick 
troops,  being  a  debt  incurred  laft  war. 

Mr  Cormvallt  in  a  long  fpeech,  fup- 
ported  the  report ;  hating,  that  the  ac¬ 
count  had  come  to  him  at  firft  under  a 
very  great  difadvantage  of  prejudice ; 
blit  having  taken  great  pains  to  iqform 
himfelf  of  the  particulars,  he  was  well 
convinced  of  the  juft  ice  of  the  claim, 
both  from  the  authority  under  whfch  it 
was  claipied,  the  fubje^  of  the  claim, 
aiul  the  circumftance  of  it,  authorifed 
as  it  was  by  a  Mr  Bifhop,  an  agent  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  treafnry- board  to  fiiper- 
jiitend  the  hofpit^ls  abroad.  He  admit¬ 
ted  the  ftalencft^of  the  demand,  hut  at¬ 
tributed  the  liqag  delay,  in  fome  mea- 
fure,  to  Ihe'procraftination  of  Mr  Bi- 
lhop*8  own  accounts  being  palfed. 

Sir  Georj^e  Hotwardj^oX.  up,  and  ohfer- 
ved,  thaMiis  ftalinn  'at  the  time  of  the 
firlt  fiarting  the  demand,  had  expofed 
him  to  folicitations  to  authenticate  the 
at  count  in  order  for  its  difeharge ;  but 
ho  had  made  it  an'  invariable  rule,  from 
which  he  never  deviated,  no^  to  make 
fuch  Mvincnts  iviihout  the  pofitive  or¬ 
ders  m  live  treafury  ;  he  bad  flatly  refil¬ 
led  every  drmami  of  the  kind,  though 
bached  by  tltc  prefling  rcmonftrancei 
and  reqt.ilition  of  his  intimate  fticml, 
the  late  marquis  of  Granby,  WMth  Whom 
he  had  fiich  friendly  intercourfe,  and  fo 
much  poiut, duty  ;  but  lie  firmly  fet  his 
face  againft  evcry.thing  of  that  kind. 

•  Mr  T,  ‘Ttn^njhtnd  pointed*  out  the  *^b- 
furdily  of  coming  wMlh  fuch  an  obfolete 
claim  of  .a  German  prince  into  parlia- 
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ment  at  this  time,  when  fo  much  money 
is  raifAg  upon  the  people,  in  fup'poh  of 
the  prefent  American  war.  He  conikle- 
red  it  in  no  other  light  than  as  a  dou¬ 
ceur  to  the  Landgrave,  in  confcrpience 
of  the  rttrw  treaty.  If  it  was  a  juft  claim, 
what  a  repftftiach  it  w  as  to  the  nation  to 
w  ith-hold  it  fo  long  1  If  it  was  a  compiil- 
fire  ftrokc  in  the  prefent  conjunfture, 
how  difgraccful  to  the  nation  !'*‘Thc 
whole  feemed  to  depend  on.  the  judg¬ 
ment  and  veracity  of  Mr  Bifhop. 

Lord  North  declared,  that  he  had  the 
greateft  reafon  to  believe  it  was  ar  juft 
and  true  accoeint,  and  not  thc  lefs  fo  for 
being  delayed  ;  that  it  had  been  deman¬ 
ded  from  time  to  time,  and  never  aban¬ 
doned  ;  that  it  was  a  very  rcafonablt  de¬ 
mand  for  the  Landgrave's  keeping  hofpi- 
tals  for  above  20,000  men  for  five  years 
together,  arrd  allowed  by  the  agent  ap¬ 
pointed  far  t^t  phfpcjCcj  that  this  account 
had  nothin^’to  do’^with*  Mr  Bifhop's  ac¬ 
count.  He  hoped,  therefore,  the  toufc 
would  now  agree' to  the  report. 

Governor  JobnJionf  got  up  to  fhow  the 
contradidion  of  the  arguments  ufed  hr 
the  noble  lord,  and  his  friend  on  the  left 
hand  (Mr  Cornwall) ;  the  one  faying  the 
account  was  connected  w’ith  Mr  Bi- 
fhop's  account,  and  the  other  affei^'ng 
thete  was  no  connection  between  th^. 
He  reprobated  the  account  as  one  of 
thofe  Germain  claims  that  had  been  re¬ 
jected  over  and  over  again  ;*  but  admit¬ 
ting  the  claim  well  founded,  w’hy  hurry 
it  through  the  houfe  at  this ‘late  feafbn 
of  the  year ?  Why  was  it  not  brought  In 
fooncr :  That  not  being  done,  why  hot 
poftponc  it  tertfic  next  feflioB?  The 
confcquence  of  waiting  So  much  longer 
-could  not  be  great ;  and  it  would  be 
much  more  fatisfaClory  to  the  public; 
he'rofe,  therefore,  againft  the  report. 

The  houfe  divided  ;*  for  the  report  50, 
as'ainft  it  42. 

Sir  Janfes  Lo<ivtker  made  his  prbmifed 
'motion,  for  augmenting  the  incomes  of 
their  royal  highrrcfTCs  the  dukes  of  Grlou- 
cefterand  Cumberland.  *  This  produced 
a  ftiort  but  *  animated  debate,  and  the 
■queftion  being  prbpofed,  that  a  certiin 
augmentation  be  agreed  to,  the  previoos 
•queftion*  was  put  (that  the  queftion  be 
now  put),  when  the  houfe  divided,  aye* 
'45;  noes  130. 

‘  In  the  courfc  of  the  above  debate,  Mr 
Rigby  took  notice  of  what  had  beirn  faid 
at  the  bar  of  the  houTc  of  peers  by  the 
fpcaker  on  Wednefday  laft,  pt«' 


fvnting  to  his  majefty  the  civil  lift  bill  t 
and  fecmed  to  tliink  he  had  takcn^  an 
unwarrantable  liberty,  in  dclirering, 
what  he  thought,  was  the  fen fc  of  the 
huufe,  without  knowing  their  feotiments 
at  all  upon-  the  matter ;  he  thought  it 
affrded  the  honour  and  dignity,  of  the 
houfe ;  and  that  the  opinion  of  the  houfe 
ought  to  be  now  colledled,  before  they 
fuftcred  the  fpccch  to  go  forth  under  the 
ftamp  Of  their  authority  and  approba¬ 
tion, 

Mr  Fox  got  up,  and  fpokc  for  a  confi-* 
dcrable  time ;  he  was  extremely  wafna 
in  defending  the  fpeaker,  and  faid,  the 
fpeech  r/as  the  real  fenfe  of  that  houfci 
The  attorney-general  endeavoured  to 
heal  the  breach,  and  with  great  fenfe 
and  candour  offered  terms  of  accommo- 
<lation  ;  l^ut  the  fpeaker  iofifting  upon 
having  the  opinion  of  the  boui*e  taken;  a 
very  fpirited  debate  arofe,  in  which  ma¬ 
ny  members  took  a  part. 

The  fpeaker  juhified  himfelf,  as  think¬ 
ing  he  had  delivered  the  fenfe  of  the 
houfe  to  his  majefty;  he  fupported  him- 
fclf  on  precedents  of  his  predeceffors ; 
declared  that  he  muft  and  would  a^  the 
part  of  an  honeft  man  ;  that  he  waa  the 
keeper  of  his  own  honour,  as  well  as 
that  of  the  houfe,  which  he  would  main* 
tain  to  his  dying  day.  In  the  courfc  of 
the  debate,  lomething  fell  from  the  fame 
member,  which  the  Ipcaker  conftrued  as 
a  pel  fonal  attack ;  and  declared,  that 
till  he  received  reparation  from  the 
honfe,  he  would  not  la  that  chair 
again. 

About.nine  o’clock. tiie  above  extraor¬ 
dinary  debate  or  converfation  was  ami* » 
cably  terminated.  Mr  Rigby  made 
fume  conceffions,  and  the  houfe  voted  the 
fpeaker  their  thanks  without  a  divifion. 

Lord  Norths  during  the  above  debate, 
wrote  more  than  one  note  to  the  parties 
P'i-ncipally  concerned  in  the  altercation  ;  - 
and,  it  is  faid,  appeared  extremely  hurt 
that  any  fuch  dificrcnce  had  arifrn  at  fo 
critical  a  period  as  the  prefent. 

Muy  13.  Gov.  JohnJhme  made  a  m%^ 
tion  that  the  Eaft-india  compatry  do  lay 
before  that  houfe,  printed  copies  of  all 
accounts  delivered  to  the  proprietory  of 
India  ftock,  and  faid  tobave  been  recei¬ 
ved  from  the  Eaft-lndies,  relative  to  tlie 
apprehending  lord  Pigot,  a  member  of 
that  houfe,  icc. ;  and  likewife  the  opi¬ 
nions  of  the  attomcT  and  foHclior  gene¬ 
ral,  Mr  Dunning,  Mr  Wallace,  and  Mr 
Slyer,  relative*  to  the  powers  given  to 
Voi..

May  14.  The  houfe  met  very  tariff 
and  in  a  fevr  minutes  after  the  fpeaker 
took  the  chair;  the  places  allotted  for 
the  accortiodation  of  ftrangers  in  the  gal 
Icry  and  below  the  bar,  were  fo  extreme 
ly  croUded,  that  the  fpeaker  was  obliged 
to  give  orders  that  no  more  might  be 
admitted*  The  foreign  afQbaffadors 
and  feveral  noblemen  and  foreigners 
were  prefent. 

As  foon  as  the  current  buflnefs  of  ‘thd.

perhaps,  no  part  of  a  man’s  expenditure 
which  w'as  more  equ^ly  marked  than  in 
the  number  of  his  fervants ;  that  the 
claffcs  it  would  fall  upon  w'cre  by  much 
the  molt  able  to  contribute  to  alleviate 
the  burtlvens  of  the  public;  and  he  ap¬ 
prehended,  at  the  (ante  timf,  that  it 
would  be  very  pr»  duCt  ve  to  the  reve¬ 
nue,  and  be  a  very  light  burden  to  the 
individual.— His  lordihip  reckoned  there 
w  ere  199,000  hciifes  in  the  kingdom,  and 
more  than  ioo,coo  with  ten  windows  and 
upwards;  heihercfcrc  fuppofed  the  pro¬ 
duce,  on  a  moderate  caU  ulation,  woUld 
be  ioo,cool.  the  collection  is  to  be  made 
under  the  dircClioo  of  the  commifltpncrs 
of  the  land-tax,  the  aifclTois  of  which  are 
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to  leave  at,  or  fend  lifts  to  the  houfe  of 
eVery  gcntlemah,  requiring  him  to  give 
in  writing  the  number  of  fervaots  he 
keeps,  and,  on  his  they  arc  to 

charge  him  at  their  diferetion;  the  charge 
to  be  fubjeCt  to  an  appeal  to  the  corn- 
mi  flioners. 

Stamps,  &c.  he  faid,  were  an  incrca- 
fing  revenue,  although  lately  taxed,  and 
could  well  bear  an  addition.  Olals 
was  not  a  confiderahlc  objert  in  foreign 
trade,  and  was  chiefly  ufed  by  the  opu¬ 
lent.  Auctions  had  been  (»flen  com¬ 
plained  of,  as  prejudicial  to  the  fair  tra¬ 
der,  and  was  the  parent  of  many  frauds  j 
that  tax  therefore  would  be  of  efl'ential 
ferv’ice,  and  would  be  paid  when  the 
aiiClioneer  was  heft  able  to  pay  it,  juft 
when  he  w’as  receiving  the  ready  money. 
His  lordfliip  faid  he  had  rather  under¬ 
rated,  than  over-rated  the  produce  of 
all  the  taxes. 

He  gave  a  long  account  of  the  advan¬ 
tages  which  w’ould  arife  from  abftaining 
to  tax  our  own  manufactures,  at  leafl 
fuch  as  were  intended  for  exportation  ; 
and  took  great  merit  on  the  duties  on 
deeds,’ and  a  Icgartranrfcr  of  landed  pro¬ 
perty.  Property,  in.  whatever  fliape  it 
could  be  got  at,  ought  at  all  times  to  be 
the  great  objqCt  of  finance,  and  not  the 
precarious  profits  arifing  from'  trade,  or 
ftill  more  facred  fruits  of  laborious  in- 
dufiry.  He  allowed  the  public  burdens 
to  be  heavy  ;  but  he  laid,  be  expected 
that  the  enfuing  campaign  would  deter¬ 
mine  our  troiildes  in  America,  and  that 
a  revenue,  if  not  coniidcM'able  at  firft, 
might  be  procured  from  that  country^ 
which  would  aflift'  irt '  lightening  the 
heavy  preflure  of  taxes  under  which  we 
labour.
